Light turnout reported across Illinois Mayors air views at meeting 
of Rotary Club in Dixon

Illinois voters turned out to­ 
day in light numbers at the 
close of a lopsided and dreary 
U.S. Senate campaign. Most of 
the attention was fixed on a 
few hard-fought races for the 
U.S. House. 
Dreary 
weather 
also 
dis­ 
couraged 
potential 
voters. 
Overcast skies covered much of 
the state, there was some scat­ 
tered rain and temperatures 
generally were in the 40s 
Michael Lavelle, chairman of 
the state Board of Elections, 
predicted that 42 per cent of 
the state’s 5.8 million regis­ 
tered voters would cast their 
ballot choices. 
Illinois has averaged 65 per 
cent in off-year elections during 


the past 20 years, he said. 
Stanley Kusper, Cook County 
(Chicago) 
clerk, 
projected 
about a 54 per cent turnout in 
Chicago 
suburbs, 
compared 
with a 74 per cent turnout in 
the off-year 1970 election. 
Both U.S. Sen. Adlai E . Ste­ 
venson, a Democrat, and his 
Republican challenger, attor­ 
ney George F. Burditt, took part 
Monday in another campaign 
finale ritual, the airborne “ fly- 
around.” 
Burditt, accompanied by U.S. 
Sen. Charles Percy and the Re­ 
publican candidate for state 
treasurer, Harry Page, held 
airport news conferences in 
Chicago, Rockford, Moline, P e ­ 
oria, 
Springfield 
and 
Champaign, cities likely to give 
them maximum statewide tele­ 


vision exposure. 
Stevenson, accompanied by 
state Treasurer Alan J. Dixon 
who also is seeking reelection, 
made the same circuit and then 
pressed on to Carbondale in the 
far south. 
As the cameras focused in, 
Burditt accused Stevenson of 
being “ wishy-washy” on the is­ 
sues of busing and the proposed 
Oakley Dam project in central 
Illinois. He said Stevenson took 
a stand against busing to 
achieve 
racial 
balance 
in 
schools after three times voting 
to kill antibusing amendments 
in the Senate. 
When Stevenson faced the 
lenses, he denied the charge 
and declared that busing is an 
issue for “ totally irresponsible 
politicians.” 
City Council okays 
$2,500 for center

The Open Sesame Day Care Center got 
conditional help, Vavrus and Associates got a 
promise of help, but Bunny’s Bait Shop struck 
out, at Monday night’s City Council meeting 
at City Hall 
The Open Sesame Day Care Center, under 
the auspices of the Dixon Church Council had 
asked the City Council for $10,000 in revenue 
sharing funds as seed money to help get the 
program going 
As Walter Lohse, finance commissioner, 
stated, “ This is one of the specific areas 
which revenue sharing funds can be used 
for.” 
In polling the council Mayor Warren Wal- 
der found sentiment for helping the center, 
but also discovered none of the council mem­ 
bers wanted to help to the tune of $10,000 
Commissioner Jam es Dishman spoke first 
for helping the project. “ I favor some revenue 
sharing help,” he said “ I feel it is a worth 
while project. They have worked long and 
hard to get moving There is a need for such a 
facility. 1 wouldn’t consider $10,000, but I feel 
$2,500 wouldn't be out of line.” 
Lohse said: “ I ’ve reached the same con 
elusion I don’t feel we should supply the com­ 
plete operating revenue; however, 1 was 
thinking in terms of not more than $2,000 If 
the need for such a facility is as great as they 
say it is, they should have no problem in get 
ling going.” 
Commissioner Jam es G . Burke pointed out 
that this was the only “ people-oriented proj­ 
ect” to date involving revenue sharing funds 
in Dixon 
Burke added, “ 1 don’t want to see all such 
groups come beating on our doors asking for 
help My only question is can this open tlie 
doors to groups with ongoing programs? 1 feel 
we should help this project, at least with $2,- 
500 ” 
Commissioner Arthur Tofte was the only 
council member to exhibit any kind of a nega­ 
tive attitude toward the project 
‘I ’ve talked to someone else in tins busi­ 
ness," he remarked, “ and I wonder if there is 
really that much need for it If we help them 1 
think it should be $2,500 or $3,000 and not all at 
o ne 9 ” 
Walder pointed out to Tofte the person in 
the business he talked to probably didn't have 
welfare cases such as the Open Sesame Cen­ 
ter will have 


Mrs. Velva Unger, chairman of the cen­ 
ter’s board, spoke in behalf of the project. She 
stated the center would not have a cent in 
state money until after it was operating “ If 
you pro-rate the money,” she asserted, "we 
won’t be able to get started. The state doesn’t 
recommend starting such a small home. They 
have some the size we will be, but they are 
well-backed by the community.” 
Tofte wanted to know if the county board 
was still considering what help it might give, 
what was the “ urgency” of this request. 
Mrs. Unger replied there was a month of 
work ahead before the center could open. 
Walder queried, "Would our money be us­ 
able if the county turns down your request?” 
That question was answered by Wesley 
Wilson, treasurer of the day care center. 
“ Without county funds,” he stated, “ we’d 
have to take the whole project under advise­ 
ment, There is doubt that we could get 
started.” 


Dishman eventually made the motion for 
giving $2,500 in revenue sharing funds to the 
center It passed unanimously. There was a 
condition attached The center has asked the 
L ie County Board for $10,000 The outcome of 
that request won't be known until the board 
meets on Nov. 12. If the county contributes 
too, Dixon’s gift will stand 
Vavrus aiid Associates may get help with 
the installation of an oversized sewer to a 
planned development between the Brown 
Shingle Restaurant and Grant City 
Burke, street commissioner, was asked to 
prepare a report for the council and he made 
it Monday night 


“ What it boils down to,” he started, “ is 
how much public interest and public benefit is 
involved in the project. 
"We helped with the airport industrial 
park, the tollway industrial park and we are 
going to help with a sewer extension to R a y­ 
nors, all on the premise that the* public will 
benefit. 
“ Then, too, the city did some of the sewer 
work in the Long subdivision “ 
Then Burke got to the nitty gritty. “ What 
is happening here is that the developer is to 
extend the sewer line from roughly the Rain­ 
bow Inn to the Brown Shingle A 10 inch line is

Mayor Warren Walder said Monday since 1971, when 
the present City Council took office, the net city tax rate 
has increased slightly more than ll cents per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation but the tax rates over which the council 
has no control have risen by 14 4 cents. 
The mayor noted the tax rates over which the council 
exercises control have decreased by 3 l-3rd cents. 
The city’s chief executive, along with mayors of Ster­ 
ling and Rock Falls, addressed the Rotary Club. 
The tax funds which the mayoor pointed out the coun­ 
cil has no control over are employe retirements which 
rates are set by statutes and determined by age of em­ 
ployes. 
He disclosed police, fireman and other employe re­ 
tirement funds have gone up 114 cents in the past three 
years and the Dixon Public Library has increased rates 
by 3 cents, from 12 to 15 cents. 
more than $1 million for improving the quality of water in 
some areas of the city. He said the cost is set at $250,000 
per well and the city has five wells and is digging a sixth. 
The mayors were asked to comment what they see in 
the future for this area with the opening of the final leg of 
the East West Tollway set for Nov. 15. 
Mayor Walder said Dixon can become what the people 
want it to be. 
Mayor Jam es Ellm aker, Sterling, declared, “ He, who 
is best prepared, wins.” 
He revealed extension of the tollway to this area was 
the reason for the decision of his company to acquire the 
Amboy rug mill for conversion into a candy-making facili­ 
ty- 
Rock Falls Mayor Louis Pignatelli declared, “ The 
Sauk Valley area has a tremendous potential which is 
limited only what we place on it. 
“ We can make any decision we choose but should go 
for growth and development, it is a golden opportunity. 
“ We can look back to the good old days but I think 
they were pretty lousy and I am not for maintaining the 
status quo because that was not the way the country was 
built." 
The Rock Falls mayor called for developing a plan­ 
ning group composed of persons from Dixon, Sterling, 
Rock Falls and Morrison, “ These cities could get together 
on a voluntary basis and make decisions about the future 
which would benefit all taxpayers. 
“ These areas are where the most population growth 
will occur.” 
Pignatelli, who is completing his fourth term, though 
not consecutive, as mayor, indicates he will not seek re 
election. 
“ Government is not as we knew it yesterday, it is 
more complicated, 1 don’t know how long we can continue 


the present structure of mostly voluntary local govern­ 
ment officials. 
“ 1 do not feel as qualified today to be mayor as years 
ago, now it is necessary to be expert in financing, engi 
neering and labor relation,” commented Pignatelli 
He gave a qualified endorsement of the city manager 
plan recently adopted by Sterling voters noting, “ Ster­ 
ling’s decision may not be the only answer but it is some­ 
where near the solution.” 
Ellm aker commented on the city manager decision, 
declaring, “ The decision was made by only ll per cent of 
our citizens.” 


Mayor Walder commented, opening the tollway will 
have the same pattern of development as seen between 
Chicago and Aurora, only on a smaller scale. 
The Dixon mayor pointed to the need for new housing 
of all types and a renovation of the downtown area. 
He referred to the city government’s interest in the 
commercial activity by noting in 1973 sales tax refunds 
amounted to $466,800, which is about 25 per cent of the to­ 
tal city budget. 
“ Every time someone spends $1 in Dixon, the city gets 
one cent returned ” 
Mayor Walder noted sales tax returns for the first 10 
months of 1974 are 7.3 per cent ahead of those for the same 
period last yea» and that state sales tax refunds so far this 
year are 14 per cent greater than for the first 10 months of 
1973. 
Ellm aker asserted, “ Lindquist (George) left a lead­ 
ership legacy for the Walder council and declared Dixon 
has been fortunate to have two such mayors.” 
The Sterling mayor exhorted the Rotarians to support 
W alder’s programs, stating, “ He is thinking years in ad 
vance and that is good ” 
Of himself, Ellm aker noted he will finish 12 years in 
city government when this term ends and intends to call it 
quits 


“ I triggered a three way campaign for mayor by a 
statement I made two years ago about wanting to get out 
of government.” 
Ellm aker exclaimed, “ If our system is to survive we 
must have more elected officials who are not interested in 
their future but in solving problems of government. 
‘The problem is elected officials too often do not face 
up to problems and if you don’t face problems they will 
bury you.” 
Referring to some dissention on the* Sterling council, 
Mayor Ellm aker observed, "Sterling is a political jungle! 
there are many well meaning factions and to amalgamate 
them together to work for the city is a full time job ” 
David Ames Sr. was responsible for the Rotary 
program.

A noontime check of all Dixon 
precincts showed a somewhat 
lighter voter turnout than was 
recorded in the 1970 off-year 
election. 
Video-voter machines, being 
used in all Dixon precincts and 
in some outlying precincts, had 
their share of difficulty. A data 
bank which records all votes 
cast from that machine had to 
be replaced in Dixon 1 precinct. 
Representatives from the 
Frank Thornber Co., the firm 
which supplied the machines, 
were on hand and quickly re­ 
placed the data bank. 
Still other reports came from 
Palm yra Township, where Re­ 
publican Committee Chairman 
J. Herbert Henning claimed the 
machine had some vote totals 
tabulated before the polls 
opened at 6a.m. 
County Clerk John Stouffer 
termed such an occurrence “ an 
impossibility.” Stouffer added 
that the Democratic represent­ 
ative checked the machine ear­ 
lier and was satisfied that it 
was cleared 
. . “ Henning just 
didn’t show up to look at it.” 
The clerk did say there were 
two types of problems being ex­ 
perienced with the video-vot­ 
ers. “ One is a minor problem of 
tape misalignment . . . which 
we expected, the other is hu­ 
man error.” 
Stouffer said some votes may 
have been registered inadvert­ 
ently by judges setting up the 
m achines before the polls 
opened. In such a case all can­ 
didates on the ballot would re­ 
ceive a vote, Stouffer ex­ 
plained. The mistake would ap­ 
pear on the machine tape. 


A 
m ajor 
feature of the 
vieopvoters will be the ease in 
computing vote totals once the 
polls close at 6 p.m. Results will 
be computed with the push of a 
button instantly and relayed to 
the county clerk’s office. The 
tallies of all precincts using the 
machines should be completed 
by 7 p.m. 
A Telegraph check revealed 
1,978persons had cast their bal­ 
lot in the city’s 18 precincts, 
compare with slightly more 
than 2,200at the same time dur­ 
ing the 1970 election. 
leading the count was Dixon 
13 with 160 ballots, although not 
too far ahead of Dixon 14 with

Infla tion a nd re ce ssion 
a nd shorta ge a nd crisis a re not ye t 
truths writ in stone . A ye a r a go e ne r­ 
gy wa s che a p, a nd for most of its his­ 
tory, the Ame rica n e conomy ha s 
be e n sta ble a nd until re ce ntly, the 
future wa s brillia nt. A sma ll tre nd of 
woe is not e nough, me a sure d a ga inst 
common se nse , to re voke progre s­ 
sive ne ss or individua l choice . 
This is not to ca ll for blithe che e r 
in confronting re a l proble ms, but 
ra the r ca re ful thought.

Political disaster 
in G O P heartland 


CHICAGO (LEN S)— If 1 9 7 4 is a s disa strous a ye a r 
for the Re publica n pa rty a s ma ny politica l pundits think 
it will be , one contributing fa ctor will proba bly be a n 
a stonishing slide in the pa rty’s fortune s in tha t most tra ­ 
ditiona lly Re publica n re gion, the Middle We st. 
Eve n the a ppe a ra nce on the sce ne of Pre side nt Ford, 
a s Midwe ste rn himse lf a s a n e a r of India n corn, se e ms 
unlike ly to ra lly a ll the Re publica n vote rs worrie d a bout 
the a gricultura l situa tion, ve rging on pa nic a bout infla ­ 
tion a nd the ge ne ra l sta te of the e conomy, or turne d off 
by Mr. Ford’s full pa rdon of his pre de ce ssor. 
The Pre side nt’s unpopula r proposa l for a five pe r 
ce nt income ta x surcha rge se e ms furthe r gua ra nte e tha t 
his pa rty will lose ground in the Midwe st toda y. And suc­ 
ce ss for the De mocra ts in ca pturing Midwe ste rn se a ts in 
the House of Re pre se nta tive s would contribute to the 
pa rty's hope s of a dding 4 0 congre ssme n to its fold a nd 
thus cre a ting a “ ve to-proof” Congre ss. 
It wa s not so e ve n six or e ight months a go. The Wa ­ 
te rga te sa nda ls took hold only slowly in the Midwe st. 
Some promine nt De mocra ts we re conside re d re la tive ly 
e a sy ta rge ts this ye a r. But the ta ble s ha ve turne d. 
Se na tor McGove rn in South Da kota , who fa ile d to 
ca rry his home sta te in his tra gicomic 1 9 7 2 De mocra tic 
pre side ntia l ca mpa ign, ha s be e n spe nding more time 
the re re ce ntly a nd ma y ha ve convince d his pra irie con­ 
stitue nts tha t he ca n still de a l with the ir ne e ds; he is e x ­ 
pe cte d to de fe a t his oppone nt, Le o Thorsne ss (a forme r 
Vie tna m prisone r-of-wa r), who a ppe a ls to the e motions 
but ha s little knowle dge of the issue s. 
Simila rly, Birch Ba yh in India na , once the unde rdog 
in his ra ce for a third six -ye a r Se na te te rm, now se e ms to 
be le a ding Richa rd Luga r, ma yor of India na polis, who 
ha s the dubious distinction of ha ving be e n Nix on’s “ fa ­ 
vorite m a yor.” 
To a dd to Re publica ns’ gloom, two of the ir Se na te in­ 
cumbe nts se e m to be se riously thre a te ne d. Se na tor Rob­ 
e rt Dole of Ka nsa s, who wa s Re publica n na tiona l cha ir­ 
ma n during the 1 9 7 2 ca mpa ign a nd did ple nty of e rra nds 
the n for the Nix on-Agne w ticke t, is unce rta in of de fe a ting 
a popula r physicia n a nd De mocra tic congre ssma n, Wil­ 
lia m Roy. 
And Milton Young, the e lde rly, a lmost a nonymous 
se na tor from North Da kota , is in da nge r from a forme r 
thre e -te rm De mocra tic gove rnor, Willia m L. Guy. 
Some Midwe ste rn Se na te De mocra ts a re so we ll 
pla ce d tha t the y a re ha rdly bothe ring to ca mpa ign. Ma ny 
Illinois vote rs do not e ve n know the na me of the Re publi­ 
ca n running a ga inst Se na tor Adla i Ste ve nson III. (It is 
Ge orge M. Burditt, who took the nomina tion a fte r othe r, 
be tte r-known Re publica ns re fuse d it.) 
Se na tor Ga ylord Ne lson goe s home to Wisconsin only 
a t we e ke nds, be ca use his oppone nt, Tom Pe tri, chugging 
a round the sta te in a bca t-up old Volkswa ge n looking for 
vote s, re ma ins virtua lly unknown. The Wisconsin Re ­ 
publica n pa rty, once prospe rous a nd powe rful, is in de s­ 
pe ra te fina ncia l condition. 
De mocra ts ma y a lso pick up some se a ts in the House 
of Re pre se nta tive s from Michiga n, Wisconsin, India na 
a nd Illinois. Two outspoke n big-city libe ra ls swe pt unde r 
in the gre a t Nix on ye a r of 1 9 7 2 , Abne r Mikva of Chica go 
a nd Andre w Ja cobs of India na polis, ma y we ll ma ke 
come ba cks. 
Mikva ’s a tte mpt to re turn to Congre ss will ge t con­ 
side ra ble a tte ntion, if only be ca use Pre side nt Ford is 
sche dule d to ca mpa ign pe rsona lly for his conse rva tive 
oppone nt, Congre ssma n Sa mue l Young. 
Midwe ste rn De mocra tic gove rnors up for re -e le ction 
this ye a r include Gove rnors Ja m e s Ex on in Ne bra ska , 
We nde ll Ande rson in Minne sota , Pa trick Luce y in 
Wisconsin a nd Richa rd Kne ip in South Da kota ; a ll ha ve 
good prospe cts of succe ss. 
In Pre side nt Ford’s home sta te of Michiga n, the in­ 
cumbe nt Re publica n gove rnor, Willia m Millike n, could 
lose in a close fight with Sa nde r Le vin, the De mocra t who 
ca me close to be a ting him four ye a rs a go. 
The only sitting Re publica n gove rnor in the Midwe st 
who se e ms a ssure d of re -e le ction is Robe rt Ra y in Iowa . 
One e x ce ption to the pre dicte d tre nd is in Ohio, 
whe re the De mocra tic gove rnor, John Gilliga n, is ha ving 
to fight for his politica l future . Gilliga n is running fa r be - 
hing his De mocra tic ticke t-ma te John Gle nn, the forme r 
a strona ut, who is e x pe cte d to win the Se na te se a t. 
Gilliga n’s proble ms se e m to ha ve le ss to do with the 
issue s tha n with his pe rsona lity a nd his occa siona lly bi­ 
z a rre politica l bloope rs. (He ha s be e n known to re fe r to 
rura l Ohio communitie s a s “ the boondocks,” a nd he once 
insiste d for a time tha t he ha d pe rsona lly spotte d a fly­ 
ing sa uce r.) 
Gove rnor Gilliga n’s re cord of gove rnme nt ha s be e n 
libe ra l; he ha s va stly incre a se d the mone y for e duca tion 
a nd othe r public se rvice s, which we re once Ohio’s 
sha me . Still, his Re publica n pre de ce ssor, Ja m e s Rhode s, 
is ma king strong stride s towa rd a come ba ck. 
Illinois will provide two inte re sting conte sts. Al­ 
though the Re publica ns ma y lose se a ts in the sta te ’s de l­ 
e ga tion to the House of Re pre se nta tive s (a fte r the ir suc­ 
ce sse s in 1 9 7 2 the y hold 1 4 to the De mocra ts’ 1 0 ), the y 
ha ve two strong a nd popula r ca ndida te s, Congre ssma n 
Robe rt McClory in a we a lthy district north of Chica go 
a nd Congre ssma n Tom Ra ilsba ck in a fa rm a nd union 
district a long the Mississippi Rive r, 
Both we re a mong the Re publica ns on the House Ju­ 
dicia ry Committe e who bolte d to vote a ga inst Nix on in 
the impe a chme nt proce e dings. 
Chica go itse lf is in a fe ve r ove r a loca l issue tha t co­ 
incide s with a na tiona l one : politica l corruption A young 
Re publica n “ re form” ca ndida te , Pe te r Be nsinge r, ma y 
ride tha t issue to victory ove r the De mocra tic incumbe nt 
Richa rd Elrod, one of Ma yor Richa rd Da le y’s me n, in the 
ra ce for the importa nt position of county she riff. 
Da le y’s orga niz a tion, one of the most powe rful a nd 
be st orga niz e d in the country, suffe re d a se ve re se tba ck 
la st month whe n two me mbe rs of the city council close to 
Da le y, toge the r with the m a yor’s forme r pre ss se cre ­ 
ta ry, we re convicte d in a fe de ra l court on cha rge s of 
crimina l conspira cy, ma il fra ud a nd bribe ry 
The chie f be ne ficia ry should ha ve be e n the Re publi­ 
ca n Unite d Sta te s a ttorne y, Ja m e s Thompson, who pros 
e cute d the m a ll; but Thompson re ce ntly re je cte d ove r 
ture s to be come the Re publica n ca ndida te for ma yor 
ne x t ye a r. Eve n with the corruption issue on his side , he 
a ppa re ntly be lie ve s tha t it is a ba d se a son for Re publi­ 
ca ns.

The se a re the be st of time s a nd 
the worst of time s for coming to 
grips with the world’s food proble m. 
Da ily re ports of ma ss sta rva tion 
in India a nd Ba ngla de sh provide a 
chilling pre vie w of wha t could ha p­ 
pe n in othe r poor a nd populous coun­ 
trie s if a solution is not found. But 
the timing of the Unite d Na tions’ 
confe re nce which is me a nt to ha m­ 
me r out a n inte rna tiona l food a gre e ­ 
me nt in Rome ne x t month is a lso 
sa dly inopportune . 
The de le ga te s of up to 1 0 0 pa rtici­ 
pa ting countrie s ma y ha ve re a d the 
disa ste r wa rnings, but with food 
stocks we ll down a ll a round the 
world fe w of the m a re like ly to turn 
up in a se lfle ss mood. 
Not tha t the proposa ls which the 
confe re nce will be invite d to e ndorse 
a mount to a give -a wa y pla n. The y 
a re inte nde d to be pre cise ly the op­ 
posite : a sche me for ge ne ra ting se lf- 
re lia nce , not only in toda y’s fa mine 
z one s but a mong a ll the food-import­ 
ing na tions which ha ve te nde d to re ­ 
ly on Ame rica ’s bottomle ss bre a d­ 
ba ske t to ba il the m out whe n the ir 
own ha rve sts fa il. 
But this unive rsa l se lf-re lia nce is 
a long wa y off, a nd e ve n bootstra p 
ope ra tions do not come che a p. So 
wha t the Rome confe re nce propos­ 
a ls boil down to is a va st progra m for 
spre a ding the burde n until the la st 
hungry country ca n grow or fina nce 
its own food. 
The world food proble m is a ctua l­ 
ly two proble ms, both of which ha p­ 
pe n to be troubling the world a t the 
mome nt: the occa siona l short-te rm 
shorta ge s ca use d by ba d we a the r or 
na tura l disa ste rs, which ca n a ffe ct 
e ve n the riche r countrie s; a nd the 
pe re nnia l hunge r, some time s de e p­ 
e ning into fa mine , which is the e x ­ 
clusive pre se rve of the ha ve -nots. 
The first, na tura lly e nough, is 
susce ptible of the simple r solution. 
The U N confe re nce progra m e n­ 
dorse s the ide a of a world se curity 
syste m which wa s put forwa rd a 
ye a r a go by the Food a nd Agricul­ 
ture Orga niz a tion. 
This 
sche me , 
some time s known a s a world food 
ba nk, provide s tha t e ve ry country 
should insure itse lf a ga inst hunge r 
by ma inta ining a n a gre e d minimum 
le ve l of food stocks. An a dditiona l 
qua ntity would be se t a side for dis­ 
a ste r re lie f a nd a third re se rve 
would be ke pt to fe e d the ha rd-core 
hungry. 
The food se curity syste m ob­ 
viously conta ins a n e le me nt of a id; 
the riche r countrie s will ha ve to he lp 
pa y for building up stocks in poor 
countrie s, a nd the y will ha ve to ca r­ 
ry the full cost of the spe cia l re ­ 
se rve s. But the ma jor shift in re ­ 


source s involve d in the pla n is not 
from rich to poor but from rich to 
rich. 
As a syste m of forma liz e d fore ­ 
sight, it is e sse ntia lly a me a ns of re ­ 
lie ving the Ame rica ns of the ir sole 
re sponsibility 
for 
ke e ping 
the 
world’s gra in re se rve s, a nd dividing 
it a mong a ll the countrie s ca pa ble of 
pa ying the ir wa y. 


But the se cond proposa l in Rome 
is whe re ge ne rosity re a lly come s in. 
The de ve lope d countrie s will be 
a ske d to tre ble the ir a id to a gricul­ 
ture in de ve loping countrie s from 
$ 1 .5 billion to a t le a st $ 5 billion a 
ye a r ove r the ne x t five ye a rs. 
The a ssumption be hind this pla n 
is tha t the only wa y the poor coun­ 
trie s ca n ove rcome the ir chronic 
food shorta ge s is by growing more 
the mse lve s. And the only wa y the y 
ca n grow significa ntly more is by in­ 
ve sting more —in irriga tion works, 
cre dit fa cilitie s, fe rtiliz e r production 
a nd a gricultura l re se a rch. Most of 
this mone y will ha ve to come , a s it 
doe s now, from the ir own pocke ts. 
But the confe re nce dra ft a rgue s 
tha t unle ss fore ign a id is incre a se d 
to cove r a third of the costs of de ve l­ 
opme nt (it cove rs only a te nth now), 
a nd unle ss the se de ve lopme nt e x ­ 
pe nditure s a re double d, food pro­ 
duction will not ke e p up with popula ­ 
tion growth. 


The a lte rna tive to this ma ssive 
incre a se in inve stme nt, de signe d to 
boost the a ve ra ge a nnua l growth 
ra te of a gricultura l production by 1 
pe r ce nt, would be a ye a rly food ga p 
of 8 5 million to 1 0 0 million tons in 1 0 
ye a rs’ time . 
The re is no doubt tha t India a nd 
Ba ngla de sh, to ta ke this ye a r’s hun­ 
grie st countrie s, ha ve the pote ntia l 
for multiplying the ir food yie lds se v­ 
e ra l time s ove r. The World Ba nk ha s 
e stima te d tha t Ba ngla de sh could tri­ 
ple its a cre a ge pla nte d in high-yie ld­ 
ing va rie tie s of rice , a nd tha t India 
could triple its a cre a ge unde r irriga ­ 
tion. 
But both countrie s would simul­ 
ta ne ously ha ve to de a l with wha t a re 
polite ly ca lle d the non-te chnologica l 
constra ints on the ir food supply—the 
ma la dministra tion a nd corruption 
tha t unde rmine the pla nning a nd the 
ge ne rosity. And if hunge r is re a lly to 
be e limina te d both countrie s—a nd 
ma ny othe r de ve loping countrie s a s 
we ll—would ha ve to ta ke ste ps to 
pre ve nt the poore st se ctions of the 
popula tion, the la ndle ss la bore rs, 
the te na nt fa rme rs a nd the urba n 
slum dwe lle rs, from be ing le ft be ­ 
hind a s the y ha ve be e n in pre vious 
surge s of growth such a s the gre e n 
re volution.

¡Faced with the increasing 
cost of sugar, many homemak ­ 
ers are look ing for way s to con­ 
serve sugar and to compare 
costs with other sweeteners. 
Irene Downey, University of 
Illinois Extension food special­ 
ist, tells us that the use of 
sw eeteners other than sugar 
does not guarantee a savings in 
money . A k nowledge of both 
weight and volume measures 
will help you in comparing 
cpsts. 
• F or quick calculation, a 
pound of granulated white sug­ 
ar contains two cups (actually , 
it averages close to 2 
cups). A 
pound of com sy rup measures 
two cups; a pound of honey , 
about 1 1-3rd cups; and a pound 
of m olasses, about 1 4 cups. 
J If y ou wish to use honey , mo­ 
lasses or corn sy rup in bak ing, 
you will get best results from 
especially developed recipes. 
If, however, you wish to try 


substitutions in y our favorite 
recipes for bak ed goods, here 
are some suggested guidelines: 
—Molasses, honey , or corn 
sy rup may be substituted for all 
the sugar in any recipe that 
calls for a small ratio of sugar 
to other ingredientsl This group 
includes most breads, rolls, and 
muffins. 
—In recipes that call for a 
high ratio of sugar to other in­ 
gredients (m ost cak es and 
cook ies) you will need to reduce 
the amount of liquid in the reci­ 
pe if y ou substitute molasses, 
honey , or corn sy rup. Miss 
Downey recommends that you 
reduce the liquid ingredients 
one-fourth cup for each cup of 
molasses, honey , of corn sy rup 
used. For example, if you sub­ 
stitute 4 cup of honey for 4 cup 
of sugar, reduce the liquid in 
the recipe by two tablespoons. 
You will be more lik ely to 
have a successful product if you 
substitute for only half the sug­ 
ar in the recipe. Sweetening in­ 
gredients vary in sweetening 
power, have distinct flavors 
which may affect other flavor­ 
ing ingredients in the product, 
and differ from sugar in their 
effect on browning. 
Beside using sweeteners, you 
might consider these way s to 
cut down sugar consumption in 
y our household: 
—Use canned fruit juices for 
sweetening fruits and for m ak ­ 
ing gelatin desserts, puddings, 
and beverages. 
—Use fresh and dried fruits 
without adding sugar. 
—Alway s use a little salt to 
help bring out the sweetness of 
a food. 
—Use fruit instead of rich 
sweets for dessert. Or use milk - 
based desserts such as custards 
and puddings. Although they 
require sugar, the amounts are 
generally less than those need­ 
ed for rich cak es or pies. 
A less sweet diet could be a 
real bonus for y our body ’s nu­ 
tritional status as well as for 
y our pock etbook . Most Ameri­ 
cans could probably improve 
their diets by reducing sugar 
consumption.

accom m odate another 3,000 acres. There is a 
$5 per running foot difference. 
“ I ’m sure we will be criticized if we help 
out and be criticized if we don’t help out, but I 
feel the project is com parable to past things 
in which we have helped. We should give 
som e assistance.” 
W alder said he had checked on the Vavrus 
firm in a Sterling developm ent called Apple- 
wood, “ They ran an eight-inch line there. But 
in a com parable case, N orthland Mall, an 
eight-inch line was enough but a 12-inch line 
was required and the city helped out,” he re ­ 
vealed. 
“ If we are going to require oversize sew ers 
we should help out,” the m ay or added. 
Lohse com m ented, “ It’s only logical if we 
require larger sew ers than necessary so that 
the sew ers will serve others at future tim es, 
we should have a policy for giving help. If we 
don’t, we will be penalizing the first developer 
in any area. No one will be willing to take the 
first step .” 
Burke said rath er than a policy , he felt 
each individual situation should be consid­ 
ered. 
W alder told B urke to m eet with W illett, 
Hofm ann and A ssociates, engineers, to try to 
form ulate som e policy for helping on such 
sew er projects. 
Ray m ond and Irene Hay s, operators of 
B unny ’s Bait Shop, could only m uster one 
vote, that of Burke, to override a unanim ous 
Planning Commission recom m endation of re ­ 
jection of special use for bait shops. 
P ro te s te rs o b je c te d to th e p ro posed 
change and objected to the fact the couple has 
been operating from a truck parked in the 
street in front of their home a t 8 15 W ashington 
Ave. 
W alder continually defended the use of the 
truck in front of the house as being perfectly 
legal. 
The m ay or finally said "there are m any 
people operating businesses illegally out of 
their hom es in Dix on, just as the Hay ses were 
doing before a form al com plaint was filed 
against them . They are now operating legally 
out of a truck and the others go on operating 
illegally . It bothers m e that we have singled 
out the one thing.” 
By the tim e the m ay or cast his vote on the 


subject, it was already decided. Only Burke 
had voted to overrule the Plan Commission. 
W alder stated, “ My vote m akes no differ­ 
ence. Logic tells m e to vote ay e (to uphold the 
Plan Comm istion recom m endation) but my 
heart say s to vote no. Since I’m a logical m an, 
I’ll vote ay e.” 
Mr. and M rs. Hay s indicated they would 
take som e sort of legal action in the m atter 
when they asked for a transcript of the coun­ 
cil proceedings, W alder prom ised to supply 
the transcript. 
“ We have no choice but to go along with 
the federal flood insurance pro g ram ,” W al­ 
der said, when the council m oved to other 
m atters. “The penalty is so severe (curtail­ 
m ent of m ortgage funds) we can’t afford not 
to join the program . I particularly object to 
their calling the Assem bly P ark area a flood 
plain. They (the D epartm ent of Housing and 
U rban D evelopm ent) adm it they just took 
their finding off old m aps. But every one tells 
us not to fight it and go along. So w e’ll reluc­ 
tantly join the flood insurance program un­ 
less the council has other thoughts.” 
Lohse com m ented, it was an “ ill-con­ 
ceived law .” 
Burke added, “ It certainly m akes y ou feel 
a long way from y our governm ent.” 
The m ay or said he had finally been con­ 
tacted by the Chicago N orthw estern Railroad 
about the R iver Street tracks. The roadm as- 
ter is to visit Dix on and review the problem , 
he said. 
A request by the New Bridge Inn for a 
class A liquor license, which allows sale of li­ 
quor on Sunday in conjunction with a restau­ 
rant business, was tabled until City Attorney 
Tom as M agdich can rule on the legality . 
“ If they m eet the requirem ents of the 
law, 
said B urke, “ I will introduce a motion 
to give them a class A license.” 
Lohse indicated if a class A license w ere 
granted the class D licenses (New Bridge now 
holds a D license) should be reduced by one. 
In other action the council authorized the 
city clerk to advertize for bids for installing 
w ater lines to the airport and paid labor and 
outside claim s in the am ount of $52,130.11.

Amboy School referendum— Part 2 
Answers to some 
interesting questions 
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(E d ito r’s Note: The follow­ 
ing is the s econd in a series of 
articles by Dr. Donald Sk id­ 
more, Amboy Superintendent 
of Schools , on the $1.3 million 
referendum which will 
be put 
before Amboy v oters on Nov . 
16.) 
A M B O Y — As I have met with 
various groups of concerned 
parents throughout the district 
discussing the referendum, two 
interesting questions have sur­ 
faced. These questions include: 
1. Why renovate the junior 
high school now, given current 
economic conditions? 
Or, 
if 
renovation is absolutely neces­ 
sary, why not do a little at a 
time over a period of years? 
2. Is the Junior High School’s 
current condition due to neg­ 
lect? 
Both of these questions will 
be answered in this article. 
The question of the wisdom of 
renovating the building now, 
given current economic condi­ 
tions, is a difficult one to an­ 
swer. An understandable reac­ 
tion might be to delay doing it 
until times are better. Careful 
examination of past, current, 
and projected economic trends 
doesn’t validate this position. 
In the past several years, 
construction 
costs 
have 
in­ 
creased a minimum of 10 per 
cent each year. There is no rea­ 
son to suspect that this trend 
will be reversed or reduced in 
the near future. This simply 
means for every year that con­ 
struction is delayed, your mon­ 
ey will buy less. 


It is true that building bonds 
are now being sold at 6 to 6l/a 
per cent interest. This is high 
compared to 4 to 44 per cent 
rates enjoyed just five years 
ago. However, there is no rea­ 
son to believe that 
interest 
rates will decrease apprecia­ 
bly. Comparing the current in­ 
terest rates and the ever in­ 
creasing costs of construction, 
a logical conclusion is that one 
would be better off doing it now 
as compared to later. 
The idea of doing a little each 
year is appealing but not prac­ 
tical under the circumstances. 
There is just no feasible way to 
do a little of the necessary m a­ 
jor work each year. There are 
no economics to be realized in 
this approach. The piece meal 
approach just doesn’t stand 
the test of good economy when 
measured against the magni­ 
tude of the renovation being un­ 
dertaken. Doing it at one time 
will not only be most economi­ 
cal but it will prove to be least 
disruptive to the on-going edu­ 
cational program. 
In the closing paragraphs of 
this article I would like to dis­ 
cuss an issue which has been 
raised by some 
individuals, 
perhaps innocently. The issue 
to which I refer is the accusa­ 
tion that the junior high school 
is in the shape it is due to neg­ 
lect during these past several 
years. If one objectively exam­ 
ines the history of the district, 
the falsehood of this allegation 
becomes apparent. 
First of all, the problems of

If a patient is hypertensive, 
chances are excellent that the 
condition can be controlled. The 
greatest danger is in 
not 
knowing. 
I urge the public to take full 
advantage of this service. A 
blood pressure check is painless, 
takes only minutes and could be 
among the wisest few minutes 
you will spend.” 


the junior high are not new. In 
fact, the citizens of this com 
munity faced the same prob­ 
lems in 1966 that we are dis­ 
cussing today, the major reno­ 
vation of the school. However, 
the issue was complicated then 
by two other problems. One was 
where to find the additional 
space to comfortably house an 
other 150 high school students 
The other was to find the neces­ 
sary money to meet the new re­ 
quirements of the Fire and 
Safety Code adopted by the 
State of Illinois in 1965 


Another citizen’s committee 
studied this problem and rec­ 
ommended that the best solu­ 
tion to the crowded high school 
problem was to build a new 
high school. This was done. To 
meet the new Fire and Safety 
laws the old part of the Central 
School had to be demolished. To 
replace the lost classrooms a 
new six-room addition had to be 
added immediately to Central. 
Additionally, a great deal of 
money had to be spent on the 
junior high in order for it to be 
continued 
as an 
attendance 
center. 


What it really boils down to 
was that there was not enough 
money available then to solve 
all of the building problems. 
The new high school and work 
at Central received the highest 
priority. The money available 
then simply did not allow for 
the renovation of the junior 
high. 


In effect then, what we are 
talking about 
is a 
problem 
which is almost 10 years old. It 
is not a problem which will dis­ 
appear and lessen with the pas­ 
sage of time. Rather, it gets 
worse and is a problem whose 
time for solving has come. It is 
for these reasons that I urge ev­ 
eryone to support your commu­ 
nity and children by approving 
the referendum on Nov. 16.

While so y bean meal u su ally 
is the mo st v alu able p ro du ct 
o btain ed fro m so y bean s, the o il 
has beco me the mo st v alu able 
p ro du ct in recen t mo n ths, say s 
Simerl. 
Prices o f so y bean o il ro se 
fro m abo u t 10 cen ts a p o u n d two 
y ears ago to n early 50 cen ts a 
p o u n d recen tly . Simerl ex p ects 


the deman d fo r so y bean o il to 
co n tin u e stro n g 
du rin g the 
co min g mo n ths. 
The p rin cip al u ses fo r so y ­ 
bean o il are fo r the man u fac­ 
tu re o f salad an d co o kin g o ils, 
sho rten in g, an d margarin e. 
In the Un ited States a redu c­ 
tio n in the su p p ly o f lard will in ­ 
crease the deman d fo r sho rten ­ 
in g an d margarin e, which will 
ten d to bo o st the deman d fo r 
so y bean o il, say s Simerl. 
Ex p o rts o f so y bean s will hav e 
to be cu t su bstan tially this 
y ear, becau se o f the sho rt cro p . 
Bu t in fo reign lan ds, retu rn s to 
p ro du cers o f cattle, ho gs, milk, 
an d p o u ltry hav e been p o o r 
an y way .

When establishin g a co mp o st, 
cho o se an area where drain age 
will n o t be a p ro blem. A shady 
co mer o r a sp o t back o f shru bs 
is an ideal lo catio n . 
Altho u gh su rface p iles may 
be u sed, Barlass reco mmen ds 
makin g co mp o st in a p it. An 
area six feet sq u are an d 18 
in ches deep sho u ld be adeq u ate 
fo r an av erage size 
ho me 
garden . 
To p s, stems, stalks, leav es, 
lawn clip p in gs, an d ro o ts o f 
v egetables that are n o t o ther­ 
wise u sed make go o d co mp o st, 
say s Barlass. Table scrap s may 
be in clu ded, ex cep t fo r grease 
an d meat scrap s. Su ch scrap s 
may dev elo p o ffen siv e o do rs 
an d attract ro den ts an d flies. 
Av o id u sin g stems an d ro o ts o f 
p lan ts that are o bv io u sly 
diseased. 
Each n ew lay er o f material 
sho u ld be co v ered with a lay er 
o f so il. This help s to retain the 
m o istu re

deterio ratio n , say s Barlass 
Becau se mo istu re is essen tial 
fo r decay , y o u may n eed to add 
water to the co mp o st to hasten 
deco mp o sitio n .

The 35-year-old 
Snead, in his debut with the 
49ers, had tossed a 39-yard 
touchdown pass to Gene Wash­ 
ington a few minutes earlier to 
cut Los Angeles’ lead to two 
points. 
After the interception, the 
Ram s’ offense killed the clock, 
moving inside the 49ers’ five- 
yard line before the game end­ 
ed.

Foreman asked for a probe to 
investigate his claims. 
“ I ’m not asking for anyone to 
give me my title back,” Fore­ 
man said during a stopover 
here. “ But I feel there should 
be a probe into what happened. 
“ If I ’m right, it would put Ali 
in a moral position where he 


would have to give me a 
rematch. I ’d fight him for noth­ 
ing.” 
Meanwhile, A li’s trainer, An­ 
gelo Dundee admitted that he 
and Murray Goodman worked 
on the ropes but said there was 
nothing sinister in that activity.
